Al| that area between 
South Bay and Clewiston 
may have "city" water in 
their homes and on their 
farms before next Christ- 
mas if the plans of a special 
committee materialize, 
states Bud Weaver, Palm 
Beach County Commission- 

er. 

The South Shore Water 
Association, Inc., a non-pro- 
fit association, will distri- 
bute the water which it will 
purchase from the water 
purification plants of both 
South Bay and Clewiston. 

Committee Chairman Ed- 
ward Watson of Clewiston, 
Secretary Barry Baldwin, 
also of Clewiston, and Mr. 
Weaver are officially on the 
Committee, with the active 
support of many prominent 
local Glades citizens. The 
committee met last Monday 
night in the Board Room of 
South Bay Growers with C. 
A. (Mutt) Thomas and Clar- 
ence Knecht, Vice Presi- 
dent in Charge of Engineer- 
ing for U. S. Sugar Com- 
pany, and heard that a feasi- 
bility study was 85 per cent 
completed. 

The feasibility forms that 
have been circulated to po- 
tential users take into ac- 
count the number of persons 
and such farming uses as 
livestock and poultry, and 
results to date are highly 
satisfactory to the Commit- 
tee, 

A unique feature of the 
nen-profit association is that 
all volunteer subscribers 
wlil have a vote in the man- 
agement of the association, 
and of course, in the water 
rates they will have to pay 
for pure water. 

Subscribers to date in- 
clude 130 homes in the Lake 
Harbor-Bean City farm 
areas with 414 persons liv- 
ing in the homes, nine la- 
bor camps with a peak sea- 
sonal occupancy of 1,925 per 
sons, 15 commercial connec- 
tions, and two industrial us- 
ers who would use a mini- 
mum of 58,000 galions of 
water per day for 150 days 
a year. Approximately fifty 
per cent completed is the 
survey of the unincorporat- 
ed South Clewiston area 
where 60 home owners have 
subscribed. Churches and 
schools are being contacted 
by the Committee to deter- 
mine their interest and min- 
imum water usage.

Lake Fish Killed Hits Peak 
As Result Of Untimely Rains 


Water pumped from the 
Hillsboro and North New 
River Canals killed "tons 
and tons" of Lake Okeecho- 
bee fish Wednesday morn- 
ing, Slim Corbin, operator 
of Slim's Fish Camp at 
Belle Glade City Marina 
said. “All kinds are dead 
speckled perch, bass, brim, 
catfish, and some of the 
biggest shell crackers I have 
ever seen were killed" he 
said. 

"I didn't see that many," 
Game warden J. K. Davis 
said. "It takes a lot of fish 
to make "tons" and I didn't 
see over 200 to 300 killed. 


Fish biologists were on 
the scene early, taking sam- 
ples of dead fish for ana- 
lysis to determine the exact 
cause of death of the valu- 
able game fish. Thousands 
of gulls were scavenging, 
eating minnows and those 
small fish they could man- 
age to swallow," an observ- 
er reported, "and covered 
the fish is not known, but 
miles "up stream." 

Exact cause of death of 
the fish is no wknown, but 
fishermen believe effluent 
from farm lands may be the 
culprit. This is the first time 
such a large kill has occur- 


red, according to Mr. Cor- 
bin, 

Game Warden Davis said 
pollution in the canals caus- 
ed by pulling salts and poi- 
sons off the land in drain- 
ing to keep land dry for 
crop harvesting ran the fish 
out of canals seeking more 
habitable water. 

“It isn't as bad as first 
believed," Davis said. “Most 
of the fish inside the rim ca- 
nal were just sick. This is 
unavoidable; if heavy rain- 
fall at this time of year nec- 
cessitates pumping we have 
this problem. They were

way on Feb, 27, 

The Toronado, powered 
by a 425 cubic inch engine 
that produces 385 BHP at 
4800 rpms, has been enter- 
ed by Art Bailey of Elk 
Grove, Ill., and will be dri- 
ven by Bailey. 


“It's a wond@rfu car, 
said Norris Friel, NASCAR's 
chief technical inspector, 


when told of the entry. "it 
should do well, for with the 
front wheel drive it is pul- 
ling all the time. And don't 
forget, front wheel Dusen- 
bergs, Millers, and some 
Novis have raced with suc- 
cess at Indianapolis, It will 
be interesting to see what 
the Toronado will do here 
at Daytona. My guess is that 
it will do all right." 

The entry of the Toro- 
nado means that all of De- 
troit's latest and hottest one 
ones will be going in the 
Daytona 500, fastest race in 
ihe world.

Must Be Licensed 
To Hunt Skunks! 


Florida trappers are re- 
minded that before trapping 
or taking any fur-bearing 
animal for commercial pur- 
poses, they should first ob- 
tain a trapping license, The 
open season for trapping 
prctected fur-bearing ani- 
mals is from December 1 to 
March 1 

According to W. B. Cope- 
land, chairman, Game and 
Fresh Water Fish Commis- 
sion, Florida fur-bearing 
animals fall into three cate- 
gories. The fully protected 
which may not be taken at 
any time, the protected 
which may be taken only 
during open trapping season 
and the unprotected fur- 
bearers which may be taken 
at any time. 

Fully protected fur-bear- 
ers are the Everglades Mink 
and Florida weasel 

Protected fur-bearers are 
mink and otter. 

Fur-bearers without а 
closed season are taccoon, 
bobcat, opossum, red and 
gray fox, skunk, civet cat 
and beaver, A valid hunt- 
ing license is required to 
hunt fur-bearers for non- 
commercial purposes, but 
such fur-bearers may not be 
taken by traps. 

The use of steel traps is 
prohibited in Florida dur- 
ing the open deer hunting 
season. Trapping is probit- 
ited in all wildlife manage- 
ment areas unless authoriz- 
ed by area regulations. Pos- 
session, sales or purchase of 
untanned pelts of any pro- 
tected fur-bearing animal is 
limited to the open season 
and 30 days immediately 
following.

Common Driving Errors 


The Florida Highway Pa- 
trol warned today against 
committing what seems like 
little errors while driving, 
pointing out that the result 
is often tragedy. 

"There are several com- 
mon errors that just about 
everyone is guilty of at one 
time or another,” declared 
Patrol Comdr, Н. N. Kirk- 
man, “and these errors have 
in the past caused many tra- 
gic deaths and injury deal- 
ing crashes. 

One of the most common 
mistakes the motorist makes 
is failure to heed a stop 
sign. 

“Just rolling up to a stop 
street without coming to a 
complete halt and looking 
for traffic in both directions 
is not enough to insure safe- 
ty for you and the other dri- 
vers who may be approach- 
ing from either direction,” 
Kirkman said. 

Turning from the wrong 
lane on high speed roads 
can bring sudden death; fai- 
lure to signal your intent- 
ions before making a turn 
in traffic is dangerous. 

Sudden stops, especially 
when rear lights are not in 
tip top working order, cause 
many wrecks that bring 
death and injury. 

Passing on curves and in 
no-passing zones result in 
head-on crashes many times 
a year in Florida and in al- 
most every case there is ser- 
jous injury and big proper- 
ty damage if not death

work its own destruction,

notion imaginable," the jus- 
tice continued, "that a print 
ing press constitutionalizes 
every paper that passes be- 
tween and beneath its rol- 
lers. Filth does not lose its 
steni because it is 
formed into letters of the 
alphabet.” 
A tide of printed filth is 
advancing across the land” 
Justice Musmanno stated, 
“in a way which should give 
every  wholesome-thinking 
person cause to wonder 
whether it may not erode 
the very foundations of the 
basic morality upon which 
our nation and our Consti- 
tution were founded." 

When will the increase in 
the tide of debauching and 
demeaning books and maga- 
zines be halted? When will 
the men who profit from 
the sale of this literary gar- 
bage, laden with the germs 
of degeneracy, be persuad- 
ed that they can no longer 
stomach the presence о!

Your Dollar's Value 


“How Real Is Inflation in the U. S.?" 

That is the title of an article in the January 24 
issue of U. S. News & World Report. It is accompanied 
by a full-page chart which makes informative, and 
woeful, reading 

Assume that the 1955 dollar was worth 100 cents. 
On that basis, your present food dollar has lost 15 cents 
in value; your rent dollar 13 cents; your home-building 
dollar 20 cents; your college-cost dollar 24 cents; your 
auto repair dollar 20 cents. So it goes, down the list 
of the things we use and buy. 

All in all, the magazine says, your cost of living 
dollar has lost 15 cents in its buying power over a mere, 
10-year period. It doesn't take an expert in «higher 
mathematics to figure out what will happen if that trend 
continues or, worse, accelerates. 

And accelerat it undoubtedly will if the creation 
of huge deficits continues. The big domestic question 
now is whether or not Congress will take steps to pro- 
tect what is left of your dollar's value, by really ap- 
plying a heavy blue pencil to nonessential spending. 


The Cest Of "Free Lunches" 


How much do we really kncw about economics? 

John T. O'Connor, the Secretary cf Commerce, 
recently offered the view that the sum of cur know- 
ledge can be stated in just nine little words: "There 
is no such thing as a free lunch." 

It would seem that a great many pecple should be 
learning the truth of that now. We have been given 
more and more alleged free lunches, in the form of all 
manner of welfare schem2s and programs. But the bills 
are beginning to be pr.sented to us, 
For one thing, the Social Security tax on a worker earn- 
ing $6,600 a year or more has just been raised by over 
$100 a year, and the employer must contribute a simi- 
lor sum. For another, the President has asked Congress 
to repeal certain reductions in federal excise taxes, on 
universally used commodities and services, that went 
into effect very recently. For still another, there is a 
growing feeling that the Administration may be forced 
to request increases in income and corporation taxes. 
And for still another, price inflation, which in large 
part is the result of the government's deficit spending, 
continues to-eat away the dollar's value

In all the clamor over pesticides, we shouldn't 
overlook other domestic dangers. The Florida Associa- 
tion of Sanitarians reports that “common household pro- 
ducts" were most responsible for the 105 fatal poison- 
ings that took place in Florida in a recent year. 


The products included internal medications, as- 
pirin, cleaning and polishing agents. "There was also 
strong evidence," the association said in its January 
Sanichat publication, "that a large number of Flori- 
dians (mostly children) are being poisoned by plants 
found in and around the home" — plants such as the 
poinsettia and mistletoe. 


As of a recent date, student enrollment in U. S. 
colleges and universities totaled some 5.5 million, of 
whom three out of five attended public institutions and 
the remainder were enrolled in private institutions. All 
totaled, there were some 2,168 colleges and universities, 
costing more than $10 billion a year to staff, maintain 
and operate. Tax money pays for almost half of this 
annual cost. 


Geenral James Е. Collins, president of the Ameri- 
can Red Cross, has announced that first aid training hit 
a new 22-year high mark in 1965. Certificates issued 
for completion of ARC first aid courses totaled 1,111,230 
in the fiscal year which ended last June 30, the largest 
number since the World War II year of 1942-43. A ma- 
jor area in which the Red Cross greatly expanded its 
teaching of first aid was in the building trade unions, 
which are regarded among safety experts to be among 
the most hazardous fféIds of work. 


Eugene P. Foley, Assistant Secretary of Commerce, 
“Depressed areas and regions must become self- 
sustaining economic entities. They must have the mans 
to gt in step — and stay in step — with the free n 
ket system." 


According to the American Gas Association, costs 
of drilling a gas well may run anywhere from $100,000 
to more than $2 million, depending on depth and the 
difficulties encountered in drilling.
